When  students  returned  to  Loyola  in 
the  fall,  there  were  noticeable 
differences  on  campus.  The  always 
hard  to  open  mailstops  were  replaced 
with  an  upgraded  mail  system,  Stamp 
It!,  which  notifies  students  by  email 
to  pick  up  a package  or  letter  from 
the  post  office  rather  than  checking  a 
personal  box.  Because  the  mail  stops 
were  taken  out  there  was  more 
seating  throughout  the  area  for 
studying  or  just  hanging  out  with 
friends.  Loyola  upgraded  the 
Starbucks  area  even  more  during 
Spring  Break  and  when  students 
came  back  long  benches,  tables,  and 
comfy  chairs  were  added  along  with 
a wall  painted  with  words  relating  to 
Loyola  and  Baltimore. 

Loyola  also  enhanced  campus  down 
the  road  at  Ridley  Athletic  Complex. 
An  anonymous  donor  generously 
gave  $3.2  million  for  a new  tennis 


facility.  Construction  began  in  the 
fall  for  the  McClure  Tennis  Center, 
named  for  head  coach  Rick 
McClure,  and  was  finished  in  April 
with  a dedication  ceremony.  The 
tennis  team  now  has  eight  new 
courts  with  lights,  a locker  room, 
spectator  seating,  and  a parking  lot. 
Our  dining  options  also  got  an 
upgrade.  Coldspring  Sushi  moved, 
replacing  the  Red  Mango.  But 
students  can  still  get  frozen  yogurt, 
made-to-order  juices,  and  smoothies 
at  Green  Peel,  which  replaced  Wraps 
& Bowls.  Students  are  also  able  to 
fulfill  their  Mexican  food  cravings  at 
Taqueria,  which  is  a Chipotle-esque 
option.  And  for  any  students  living 
on  the  west  side  of  campus  who 
might  have  a late-night  snack  craving 
there  is  Night  Hound  in  the  bottom 
of  Newman  Towers  where  students 
can  buy  deli  sandwiches,  wings, 
pizza,  snacks,  and  desserts.

Following  the  events  in  Ferguson  and 
Staten  Island,  students  and 
administrators  recognized  that  the 
issues  happening  outside  of  campus 
needed  to  be  addressed  on  campus. 
An  open  forum,  After  Ferguson;  A 
Community  Reflection,  was  held  on 
campus  allowing  for  an  honest 
sharing  of  experiences  and  beliefs  in 
a safe  environment.  A protest 
through  campus  saw  students 
carrying  signs  reading,  “Black  Lives 
Matter”  and  “#OneLoyola.”  Others 
walked  with  their  arms  in  the  air,  a 
gesture  stemming  from  Ferguson 
symbolizing,  “hands  up,  don’t  shoot.” 
Following  the  protest.  Campus 
Ministry  and  the  Center  for 
Community  Service  and  Justice 
sponsored  a candle-lit  vigil. 


While  Loyola  was  taking  action  to 
start  a conversation  about  racial  and 
social  justice  issues,  no  one 
anticipated  the  turmoil  and  national 
spotlight  would  come  to  Baltimore. 
As  students,  and  members  of  the 
Baltimore  community,  it  was 
impossible  not  to  shift  our  attention 
to  the  unrest,  and  then  uplifting 
resilience,  happening  in  our 
backyard. 


Students  and  faculty  who 
participated  in  protests  throughout 
the  city  were  invigorated  to  continue 
the  conversation  on  campus.  We  Are 
All  Affected:  A Vigil  for  Justice 
offered  all  members  of  the  Loyola 
community  the  chance  to  personally 
reflect  on  the  week  and  offer 
guidance  in  shaping  how  Loyola  can 
move  forward.  One  of  the  overall 
themes  was  that  although  you  might 
not  experience  injustice,  it  is  still 
your  responsibility  to  listen,  be 
aware,  and  help  friends  who  do 
experience  it.  The  night  concluded 
with  a candle-lit  walk  around  the 
quad.  It  was  a moment  I will  never 
forget  as  I walked  with  my  friends 
and  the  other  campus  members  in 
unity.  After  a surreal  week  with  a lot 
of  emotions  and  many  eye-opening 
lessons,  I felt  comforted  by  the 
uplifting  spirit  and  hopefulness 
encompassing  our  campus  and  city.

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Professor  McClain  was  an  adjunct  professor  in^2008-2009  at  Loyola,  while 
also  working  towards  his  PhD.  During  that  time,  he  fell  in  love  with  the 
students  and  faculty.  In  2011,  Loyola  was  given  approval  to  launch  a new 
master’s  in  theological  studies,  for  which  the  University  needed  assistance. 
Just  two  days  before  Christmas  diat  year,  PVoL  McClain  received  the  news 
that  he  was  hired  for  the  position. 


In  the  classroom.  Prof.  McClain  likes  to  focus  on  the  relationship  between 
liberal  arts  and  manual  arts.  One  of  his  most  memorable  lessons  was  from 
two  years  ago  when  he  learned  how  to  brew  beer  with  master  students. 
How  does  this  fit  into  class  you  might  ask?  It  taught  his  students  that  what 
we  do  with  our  hands  reinforces  what  we  do  with  our  minds,  which  goes 
back  to  his  idea  of  combining  the  liberal  with  the  manual.  This  is  his 
version  of  “Strong  Truths  Well  Lived.”

Prof.  McClain  teaches  magis  through  promoting  how  we  should  explore 
our  roles  as  producers,  which  starts  by  actually  making  something,  a lesson 
he  often  focuses  on  in  his  Kingdom  of  God  course,  a second-level  theology 
class  offered  at  Loyola.  The  part  we  play  in  production  and  consumption  is 
extremely  important  and  currently  the  average  American  lives  as  consumer 
rather  than  producer.  At  home.  Prof.  McClain  lives  this  out  through  the 
informal  bike  shop  in  his  basement  where  he  and  a few  others  in  his 
community  invent  ways  of  repurposing  bikes  onold  bike  parts.  Since 
starting  at  Loyola,  he  hasn’t  had  time  to  focus  on  this  as  much  as  he  would 
like  to,  but  he  continues  to  stress  the  importance  of  community 
organizing.  “I  have  still  tried  to,  in  my  own  life,  focus  on  making  my  own 
things,  using  resources  responsibly,  and  help  others  do  so  as  well,”  he  said. 
He  uses  the  resources  he  has  to  help  others,  as  well  as  to  teach  others, 
responsible  use  of  resources.  Prof.  McClain  expressed  how  sometimes  just 
introducing  people  to  the  possibility  that  they  can  make  something  for 
themselves  helps  to  reorient  himself. 


Being  a part  of  the  community  is  also  important  to  Prof.  McClain.  He 
explained  that  his  favorite  thing  to  do  in  Baltimore  is  going  to  local  coffee 
shops,  and  dragging  his  kids  along  to  enjoy  it  as  well.  “Your  local  coffee 
shop  is  the  best  life  line  into  your  community,”  he  shared.  “It  is  such  a 
universalizing  drink  it  invites  all  different  kinds  of  people,  from  all  differ^t’i' 
walks  of  life.”  His  personal  favorite  is  Atwater’s  at  Belvedere  Square.

20 1 5 was  the  first  year  for  Project 
U.S.,  a service  immersion  trip 
through  CCSJ  during  which 
participants  traveled  to  Apopka, 
Florida.  We  lived  for  a week  with 
immigrant  families  learning  about 
immigration  through  the  Hope 
Community  Center. 

We  spent  3 1/2  days  working  in  the 
fields,  weeding  the  cabbage  patch  on 
the  lirst  day.  We  were  bent  over  the 
entire  time  while  weeding,  and  had 
never  experienced  such  back  pain  as 
we  did  the  following  day.  We  bought 
Icy  Hot  patches  and  creams,  a luxury 


we  never  could  have  afforded  on  a 
field  worker’s  salary. 

Two  days  later,  we  spent  the  morning 
picking  and  bunching  kale  with 
people  who  make  a living  working  in 
the  fields.  It  was  cold  for  a Florida 
morning,  and  our  group  wasn’t 
prepared  to  handle  it.  We  couldn’t 
move  as  quickly  as  the  people  who 
were  used  to  it,  but  they  were  patient 
and  kind  with  us.  We  shared  stories 
and  experiences  as  we  picked  the 
kale  together.  The  workers  were 
working  piece-rate,  which  means 
they  are  paid  per  each  crop  that  they 


pick.  Twenty-four  bunches  of  kale 
could  fit  in  one  box,  and  the  workers 
were  paid  $1.10  per  box.  Wages  were 
split  between  all  of  them  (about  15  in 
a group).  Meanwhile,  one  single 
bunch  of  kale  is  sold  for  about  $3  in  a 
grocery  store. 

We  witnessed  firsthand  the  hard  work  i 
and  passion  of  the  people  we  worked 
side-by-side  with,  and  at  the  same 
time,  saw  how  immigration  and  labor 
laws  limit  the  opportunities  afforded 
first-generation  immigrants.

This  Spring  Break  I was  able  to  go  to 
Mandeville,  Jamaica  with  a team  of 
eight  other  students  through  Campus 
Ministry.  The  Jamaican  Experience 
is  a faith-based  immersion  that  seeks 
to  invite  the  Loyola  community  to 
respond  to  the  Gospel  mandate  to 
work  lor  peace  and  justice  in  the 
world.  This  experience  allowed  us  to 
learn  about  the  lives  of,  and  to  be  in 
solidarity  with,  people  who  have 
been  socially,  economically,  and/or 
politically  marginalized.  Our  journey 
together  began  with  weekly 
meetings,  lund  raising,  and  a 
clothing  drive.  By  doing  so,  the  team 
and  I were  able  to  raise  money  to 
build  a home  lor  a family  in  need, 
donate  a large  quantity  of  clothes, 
and  have  an  opportunity  to  get  to 
know  one  another  better  belore 
going  on  the  trip. 


We  spent  seven  beautiful  days  in  the 
mountains  ol  Jamaica.  During  that 
time  we  were  able  to  build  a house 
Irom  the  foundation  up,  repair  a 
school  building,  connect  with  the 
village  of  Morgan’s  Forrest,  the 
children  ol  St.  John  Bosco,  and  the 
mentally  and  physically  impaired 
residents  of  The  Mustard  Seed 
Community.  After  each  day  the  team 
and  1 would  do  a reflection  where  we 
talked  about  all  ol  the  different 
things  we  saw  that  day.  At  the  end  of 
the  reflection,  we  were  always  asked 
where  we  saw  God  on  that  particular 
day.  Through  the  reflection  we  were 
able  to  better  connect  with  each 
other,  Jamaica,  as  well  as  with  God. 
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Timeflies  was  a great  way  to  kick- 
off the  spring  semester  at  the 
Winter  Concert.  Known  for  their 
Timeflies  Tuesday  song  covers  and 
original  songs  (not  to  mention 
their  good  looks),  Cal  Shapiro  and 
Rob  Resnick  were  no 
disappointment  in  Reitz  Arena  in 
January.  I was  alongside  the 
security  and  next  to  the  stage  as 
they  performed,  and  felt  the  high 
energy  from  the  crowd  with  every 
song  they  sang.

Resnick  joked, 
“I  think  we’re  having  a great  time 
doing  what  we’re  doing  so  as  long 
as  we  can  keep  it  up  and  play  a lot 
of  shows,  but,  uh,  I personally 
would  like  to  record  an  album  in 
space...”  The  talent  and  the 
humor  of  Cal  and  Resnick 
combined  with  their  individual 
creativity  is  perhaps  why 
Timeflies  qualifies  as  a definite 
favorite.

Even  after 
seeing  the  words  “The  Case  for 
Reparations,”  I sat  there  with  the 
expectation  that  at  approximately 
5;00pm  the  man  named  Ta-Nehisi 
Coates  was  going  to  give  a lecture 
in  which  he  would  reference 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr.’s  “I  Have  a 
Dream”  speech.  While  Coates  did 
mention  the  speech,  he  only  did 
so  to  say  that  he  was  not  at  Loyola 
to  reiterate  and  quote  it  back  to 
us,  and  that  he  had  the  utmost 
respect  for  MLK  Jr.  and  what 
MLK  Jr.  stood  for.  Coates  then 
said  to  his  audience  that  the 
historic  conflict  between  those

I had  always 
thought  the  history  involved  what 
he  called  "bad  manners, " and  had 
not  even  thought  about  the 
possibility  that  it  could  be  more 
about  money  than  anything  else.

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Loyola  students  and 
faculty  take  on  the 
whimsical  yet  tragic 
Chekhov's  "The  Cherry 
Orchard"

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Early  in  the  20th  century  Russia  is 
going  through  major  political, 
societal  and  economical  changes. 
One  family  finds  itself  struggling 
to  adjust  to  these  changes.  The 
famous  Cherry  Orchard 
(mentioned  in  the  encyclopedia!) 
will  be  auctioned  off  if  the  family 
doesn't  do  something  to  stop  it. 
Paralyzed  by  denial  ,they  watch  as 
events  unfold  with  inexorable 
certainty.  This  is  the  setting  for 
the  story  of  this  delightful 
collection  of  quirky  characters,  as 
funny  as  it  is  tragic.  One  of 
Chekhov's  great  masterpieces. 
The  Cherry  Orchard  is  a whimsical 
tale  filled  with  silliness  and  awash 
. in  a uniquely  Russian  "enjoyable 
p melancholy." 
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Dr.  Hula  has  been  teaching  at  Loyola  for  21  years  in  the  political  science 
department.  “The  location  for  political  scientists  to  be  an  hour  from 
Washington  is  fantastic,”  said  Dr.  Hula.  He  recognized  the  need  to  seize  this 
great  opportunity  to  teach  students  in  an  ideal  spot.  In  addition,  he  dedicates 
his  time  to  various  boards,  clubs,  and  services  at  Loyola,  such  as  InterVarsity, 
Loyola/Notre  Dame  Joint  Library  Committee,  and  the  University  Board  on 
Discipline. 


Out  of  the  many  lessons  and  court  cases  Dr.  Hula  teaches  his  students,  his 
absolute  favorite  to  teach  is  Marbury  v.  Madison.  He  explained  that,  “it  has 
lot  of  irony  as  to  who  the  characters  are,”  and  he  is  able  to  have  fun  with  it. 
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For  Dr.  Hula  magis  is  doing  what  matters  most.  He  recognizes  the  challenge 
of  getting  over  involved,  but  not  "doing  more  of  what  matters  and  doing  them 
more  deeply.”  Dr.  Hula  encourages  others  to  really  bring  strong  meaning  into 
all  the  things  you  do  and  has  three  important  lessons  he  has  learned  in  life: 

1.  Don’t  be  chasing  after  empty  honors.  There  are  things  that  matter  in 
life,  but  the  ones  you  chase  are  not  always  as  great  as  you  think  that  they’re 
going  to  be. 

2.  Ask  yourself:  ‘What  did  I do  today  that  has  eternal  significance?’  At 

the  end  of  every  day  you  should  ask  yourself  this  question.  If  you  find  you 
never  or  rarely  have  an  answer  you  should  find  ways  to  do  more. 

3.  “If  a man  remains  in  me  and  I in  him,  he  will  bear  much  fruit.  Apart 
from  me,  you  can  do  nothing”  (John  15:5).  Dr.  Hula  expressed  that, 
“when  you  try  to  do  things  that  matter  and  with  eternal  significance,  if  you 
try  to  do  it  on  your  own,  you  can  probably  do  some  great  things,  but  how 
much  better  if  you  are  doing  them  through  Christ  who  strengthens  you.” 

He  concluded  these  key  lessons  by  saying,  “choose  wisely,  be  more,  do  more, 
but  do  more  things  that  matter.” 


One  thing  that  matters  deeply  to  Dr.  Hula  is  his  family.  He  focuses  on  time 
with  them  and  making  memories  with  his  children  in  Charm  City.  Some  of 
his  favorites  include  traditional  Baltimore  activities  like  going  to  the  train  or 
art  museum,  34th  Street  at  Christmas,  and  riding  the  water  taxi. 
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The  2015  Humanities  Symposium 
was  an  interesting  and  thought- 
provoking  experience.  It  offered 
more  than  just  a time  of 
intellectual  conversation,  but  a 
chance  to  expand  our  minds  as 
Loyola  University  students. 
Eugene  Ionesco’s  Rhinoceros  was 
the  main  text  discussed  that 
allowed  great  discussion  among 
the  faculty  on  the  panel  and  the 
students.  Personally,  I thought 
that  the  event  helped  students 
further  their  education  on  the 
text  and  also  apply  the  reading  to 
practical  ideas  of  society.  The 
panelist  brought  fascinating 
remarks  to  the  table,  presenting 
their  own  take  on  Rhinoceros.  I 
thought  the  idea  of  conformity 
and  humanity  were  the  two 
prevalent  topics  mentioned 
throughout  the  Symposium.  It 


brought  upon  curiosity  to  the 
definition  of  conformity  and  just 
how  powerfully  it  can  impact 
society.  In  junction  with 
conformity,  the  concept  of 
humanity  surfaced  and  was 
challenged.  One  of  the  panelists 
talked  about  how  one’s  humanity 
is  lost  once  he  or  she  surrenders 
to  conformity  and  that  led  to  me 
think  about  how  society  nowadays 
struggles  with  this  idea.  It  is 
nothing  to  be  ashamed  because 
we  are,  after  all,  all  victims  of 
conformity.  However,  I think  we 
should  be  more  aware  and 
constantly  thinking  about  how  we 
are  affected  by  it  and  work 
together  to  better  our  community 
by  celebrating  our  differences  and 
diversity.

thing  that  drew  her  to  Loyola  was  she  felt  that  at  a Jesuit  school  she  could  pr; 
speak  openly  about  all  the  talents  that  God  has  given  students  and  what 
those  talents  can  be  used  for  during  and  after  college.  For  Dr.  Whitehead, 
the  pursuit  of  knowledge  is  an  agent  of  change  and  she  believes  that 
professors  can  help  students  find  ways  to  be  the  change. 


There  are  many  lessons  Dr.  Whitehead  loves  teaching  her  students,  but 
her  absolute  favorite  is  “when  my  students  reach  that  moment  when  they 
realize  they  had  the  answer,”  she  shared.  Dr.  Whitehead  loves  seeing  the 
process  of  knowledge  construction,  and  the  point  beyond  content 
integration.  She  wants  her  students  to  know  that  on  the  path  to 
knowledge,  she  too,  is  a fellow  traveler.

For  Dr. Whitehead  the  simplest  definition  of  magis  is  more.  On  a deeper 
level  is  it  wore  knowledge,  more  time  finding  ways  to  make  more  of  a 
sacrifice,  and  ways  to  find  more  of  yourself.  She  further  explained  that 
magis  is  not  settling  for  simple  answers  to  complicated  questions.  When 
we  ask  ourselves  who  are  we,  what  brings  us  joy,  when  we  seek  our 
vocation  we  do  it  for  the  more  — every  answer  leads  to  another  question. 
Ultimately  we  come  back  to  ourselves  and  discover  why  we  are  here  and 
what  can  we  do.  “Life  is  not  without  contribution,”  she  shared.  “When  we 
move  on  beyond  this  physical  space,  we  leave  a bit  of  ourselves  behind.” 

One  place  that  offers  more  than  what  might  be  recognized  is  Baltimore. 
Dr.  Whitehead  described  the  city  as  an  “untapped  pleasure.”  A 10-year 
resident,  she  loves  seeking  out  coffee  shops  with  her  family  after  picking 
up  books  from  the  library.  They  are  all  avid  readers  and  love  going  to 
Sophie’s  Crepes,  Zeke’s,  and  other  local  coffee  shops  to  take  some  time  to 
relax  and  share  with  each  other.  She  also  loves  her  backyard,  which  makes 
her  feel  like  she  is  in  a city,  but  at  the  same  time  is  a quaint  space.

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Nobel  Peace  Prize 
winner  Tawakkol  Karman 
inspires  the  Loyola 
community  at  the  2015 
Hanway  Lecture

The  20 1 4-20 1 5 Hanway  Lecture 
speaker,  Tawakkol  Karman,  has  been 
called  the  “mother  of  the  revolution” 
and  “the  iron  woman”  by  people  in 
her  home  country  of  Yemen. 

Karman  is  strong  and  encourages 
other  women  to  be  the  same.  She 
explained  during  the  lecture  that 
“It’s  the  era  of  women  to  be  on  the 
front  line. ..Women  in  Arab  countries 
decided  to  stop  the  era  of  being 
victims. ..[women  are]  the  mother  ol 
revolution...  in  Syria,  in  Egypt,  in 
Tunisia,  in  Iraq  now,  in  Libya,  as  well 
as  in  Yemen.”  As  she  spoke,  I 
realized  how  little  I pay  attention  to 
issues  outside  of  my  horizon.  Women 
fight  for  their  basic  human  rights, 
while  I worry  about  my  schoolwork. 
Not  only  am  I not  conscious  enough 
of  what  is  happening  in  all  corners  of 
the  world,  I am  not  appreciating  my 
privileges  enough. 

Karman  commented  that  this 
revolution  would  not  spark  an 


instantaneous  change,  but  like  all 
great  revolutions,  it  had  to  confront  a 
counterrevolution.  She  explained 
that  the  militia  in  Yemen  was  now 
attacking  the  people’s  homes  and 
schools.  She  then  continued  and  said, 
“Yes,  we  have  obstacles,  we  have 
battles,  we  have  wars,  we  have  a very 
strong  counterrevolution,  but  also 
we  know  that  every  great  revolution 
has  these  problems.  We  are  suffering, 
but  we  will  not  die.  Even  if  our  body 
dies,  our  dream  will  not  die.” 

Karman  spoke  with  a conviction  that 
inspired  the  entire  audience. 

Karman  is  a truly  inspiring  woman 
who  has  been  in  jail  and  faced  several 
threats  against  her  life.  Despite  this, 
she  remains  unyielding  and 
continues  her  efforts.  She  not  onlv

What  are  you  willing  to  die  for?  David 
Opitz,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Encounter  El  Salvador  trip,  asked  us 
this  at  one  of  our  first  meetings.

What  a drastic  question  it  seemed.  It 
was  not  until  going  on  the  trip  that 
we  realized  the  critical  importance 
of  that  question.  As  Kobi  Yamada 
puts  it  and  as  the  first  book  of  our 
Encounter  El  Salvador  booklet  reads: 
“Some  experiences  simply  do  not 
translate,  you  have  to  go  to  know.” 

During  the  10  days  we  were  able  to 
explore  the  city  of  San  Salvador  and 
the  countryside,  or  el  campo,  of 
Santa  Marta.  Our  group  stayed  in 
Santa  Marta  for  two  days,  which  was 
a humble  community  where  all  if  its 
inhabitants  were  directly  affected  by 
the  war  that  happened  about  30 
years  ago  in  El  Salvador.  The 
community  welcomed  us  as  if  we 
were  their  own,  and  although  we 
were  limited  of  potable  water,  toilets, 
showers,  and  electricity,  we  were 


rich  where  it  counted:  we  were 
spoiled  with  love,  care,  and 
friendship. 

Through  this  year’s  Encounter  El 
Salvador  trip  we  also  had  the 
fortunate  opportunity  to  attend  the 
ceremony  of  the  beatification  of 
Archbishop  Oscar  Romero,  a man 
that  fought  for  the  voice  of  the 
people  of  El  Salvador  and  truly  lived 
the  Gospel.  This  transformative 
event  lor  El  Salvador  showed  our 
group  the  strength  that  can  be  found 
in  our  voices. 

Throughout  our  trip  we  found 
consistent  connections  between  the 
history  or  El  Salvador  and  our 
current  societal  problems.  This  trip 
brought  to  the  surface  the  solidarity 
that  we  all  share  in  dealing  with 
societal  issues  that  tend  to  degrade 
our  own  people.

This  year,  Loyola  Women's  Soccer 
came  to  preseason  in  August 
sporting  our  new  motto,  "Lifted." 
With  the  addition  of  our  new 
coaching  staff  under  first-year 
head  coach  Naomi  Meiburger, 
and  coming  off  a shaky  first  year 
in  the  Patriot  League,  we  wanted 
to  prove  to  competitors  and 
ourselves  that  we  are  a team  that 
can  succeed.  We  made  our  mark 
on  the  Patriot  League  by  beating 
Boston  University  1-0  at  home, 
holding  the  Naval  Academy 
scoreless  on  Senior  Day, 
recording  the  second  longest 
shutout  streak  nationwide  this 
season,  and  making  the  playoffs 
for  the  first  time  in  school  history. 
As  a unit,  we  held  10  teams 
scoreless  this  season,  an 
accomplishment  ranked  second  in 
Loyola's  record  books.
